previous advices, official and unofficial, 
have indicated that the legations wert.* 
relieved on the evening of W ednesday, 
Aug. 15. 
The fact that coly the F ourteenth in­ 
fantry and R iley's battery entered the 
city, as show n by General Chaffee's dis­ 
pateh does not indicate th at the N inth 
infantry and carnies, who were so con- 
spicu'ously 
gallant 
throughout 
the 
advance upon 
the capital, 
did 
not 
particulate in the engagem ent which 
resulted directly in the rescue of the 
besieged legationers. 
It is pointed out 
as likely that General Chaffee,’ acting 
with the other commanders, divided his 
force, leaving the N inth infantry aud 
the marines w ithout the walls of the 
city to act as a rear guard and try to 
prevent 
the escape of the Chinese 
troops by other gates than those through 
which the allies entered, or for some 
other excellent reason. 
Only two bat­ 
talions of the Fourteenth regim ent are 
w ith General Chaffee. 
They comprise 
about 800 men. This would indicate that 
only about one-third of Gen. Chaffee’s 
force actually had entered the city at the 
time lie sent his dispatch.
